Following are the chief provislyiis 
of the new law giving City Councils 
uf fifth class cities the power to 
have the atreots paved and sewfcrs 
put in: 

The city council is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to order nnv 
work they may deem necessary to 
,he done upon the sidewalks, curb- 
ing, sewer, streets, avenues, high- 
ways, and public phices of such ci'.y 
The expenses incurred In making 
and repairing aidewalka and cuibliig 
shall be paid by tbe owner* of the 
lands, fronting and abutting there- 
on, each .lot or portion of lot beiug 
separately Ussessed for tbe full 
value thereof, in proportion to the 
frontage iliereof to the entire length 
ot the whole improvement, not ex- 
ceeding a square, sufficient to cover 
the total expense of the work; but 
tbe owuers ot such property shall 
have the right to make such im- 
provements. If they prefer doing so. 
instead of paying for tbe same. 
The cost and expenses incurred in 
constructing or re-constructlng 
streets, avenues, highways, sewers 
and public places 'shall be paid 
out of a g'-neral fund of tlie city or 
by the owners of liie land fronting 
and :iiinttliig tliereou, as tile city 
council may in each case determiu,.; 
or tbe city council may order and 
direct that two-thirds only ot said 
cost and expenses so Incurred shall 
be paid by the owners of the lands 
fronting and abutting said Improve- 
ments luid tbe other 'OUe-thlVd paid 
by the city; but the local assess- 
ment* shall not exceed tt(ly perceo- 
tum of the value of the ground 
after such improvemeiii is made ex- 
I luding the valiie'ot tbe buildings 
and other imrrovement* upon the 
property' so iiuproved. j 

Tbe cost ot jconitructlng or recon- 
structing the/lnter-ieotlon or cross- 



ing of street*, avenues and high-- 
ways shall be at the expense of tba 
■ ity, " 

Tbe ordering ot such Improve- 
ment shall be by ordinance ot the 
city council, and the contract there- 
for shall be awarded to the lowest 
and best bidder after proper ad- 
vertisement for' bid*. The city coun- 
cil *hall require the accepted bid- 
der to execute a 'bond to the city 
with good and lutfldent security to 
be approved by *ald council tor the 
taltfatul performance of his contract. 

The original construction or re- 
construction of any streets, avenues, 
highways, alleys, sewers and public 
places may lie made at. the exclusive 
cost ot the owners of the lots and 
part of lots or lands fronting or 
abutting or bordering upon the pro- 
posed Improvement* to be equally 
apportioned by the cl^ council ac- 
cording to the number ot front feet 
owned by them reapectlvely or la 
part at the cost of the owner* and 
In part at the cost of the'dty, upon 
the petition Ot a, majority ot the 
prop.'rty owner* of lo:--or parts ot 
lots, or land abutting or bordering 
uiiLii the propo,4ed ' Inijirovenient ; or 
the city council may cause same to 
be done without such petition upon 
the vote of four member* elect ot 
said council ikt a regular meeting 
thereof; or the council mar, br a 
majority vote tit any regular 'meet- 
ing thereof cause any such Im- 
provement to be made upon the tea 
year bond plan aa hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

But any work undertaken under 
the provision of the preceding 8e> 
lUm to-wii; Tpon the ten year 
bund plan is completed in accordance 
with the contract, the work shall be 
received, by the city 'council and 
tbe said council shall order the pay- 
ment tor the lame made to the con- 
tractor by issuing an order to tbO 
city treasurer to pay same In full 
out ot "Tbe Street Improvement 
Fund," 

Whenever any work done here- 
iiiider I upon tlio ten yinir hon 
plant has lieen completed and ac- 
c'lited. tbe city council shall Issue 
the bunds of the city, in sum* not 
exceed th° cost uf said improvemant, 
and all expenses In connection tbore- 
with. Including the expense* and 
the Issual and sale ot said bond*, 
and shall sell tbe same to the high- 
est bidder after due adrertlsemeht 
at a price not less than par and ac- 
crued interest. Said bonds ahall be 
divided into ten series each series 
to be as nearly eiiual as possible, 
said series to bo paid respectively 
in one, two, three, four, live, six, 
seven, eight, nine and 0 ,1 years 
after date. Said iH.i.d- si 'II he of 
tho denoiulnatlon of one hundred 
dollars or multiple thereat not ex- ' 
ceedlng five hundred dol.ara, and 
shall bear Interest at a rate not to 
exceed six percent per annum, and 
ahall be payable at a Kentucky bank 
to bs designated by the city council. 

All properly fronting or abutting 
or bordering upon said improvement 
belongl ig lo the city shall be con- 
sidered and assessed as ,,.uperly bg 
longing to iiulividuals, and the 
sessment tliereon togetiier wU« tbe 
cost of intersections 'and y£rossiogs 
shall lie paid by the cjtyout of the 
geueral fund, and charged to the 
"Street Improvement Fund."
